Origin of Blaze 


The fire started In the Peck con- 


cern. 
For a time It threatened the 


entire destruction of the retail dis- 
trict as far north an the, West hotel. 
At midnight appeals for aid were 
Hont to St. Paul. Two engines were 
se-nt on a special train. 
At 'twelve- 


thirty Hie fulling walls of the Hale 
building gave the firemen a bettor 
chance to fight tho flre, which was 
shortly under control. 


Into an Elevator Shaft 


Jacob Miller of the Flro Insurance 


patrol, entering the Doutell building 
•with a line of hose, fell Into an open 
elevator shaft.

Leader Sale announced the subject 


of the evening. Introducing Horace 
ilcElroy as the speaker on "Divorce 
Historically 
Considered." 
Tho his- 


tory of divorce, said Mr. McElroy, 
was the history of man and mar- 
riage. It dated from the time of writ- 
ten history and back In the dim, 
mysterious ages whose story might 
be read only In Hie records"left 
In 
stone. The speaker fancied that as 
long as man had lived, as long as lie 
bad sustained such relations as the 
love, affection, and fondness of man 
and woman and the same extended 
to offspring—and Ihe toys of children 
were to be found deposited In 
the 


graves of men of the stone age—this 
question Imd existed to perplex and 
puzzle the world. 
Divorce was per- 


mitted for-three causes In the earliest 
days of Rome. 
These causes were:1 


1. Poisoning children. 
2. Counter- 


feiting the husband's 
private 
keys. 
". Infidelity. 
It "was the .radllion 


that during the first fifto years of 
Roman history beginning with the 
time of Romulus, no divorce was ever 
asked for or obtained, but this was 
to be doubted—it being taken for 
granted that humanity was much the 
same then as today. 
As Rome mov- 


ed on to jKiwer and opulence, the 
laws governing the marriage relation 
gradually relaxed, and the ease with 
which that relation was severed be- 
came greater. 
The first recorded In- 
stance Is that of Spurliis Cavllllosus, 
1'Hl n. C.. who divorced his wife be- 
cause she could bring him no prog- 
eny, to perpetuate his name. Old age. 
Indolence, and other similar pretexts 
became sulllclenl causes as Rome pro- 
gressed to the maximum of her pow- 
er.

How far may legislation go In af- 


fording reasonable relief to the citi- 
zen In trouble?

they do not now recognize, while* oth- 
ers would have to let go of causes 
which they have long deemed suffi- 
cient and requisite. The federal gov- 
ernment would find itself In a posi- 
tion where It would be compelled to 
determine what marriages should be 
recognized, and following on this It 
would be compelled to 
enter 
Into 


questions regarding the distribution 
of property. Nearly all divorce cases 
whlcn reach the supreme court !n 
this state relate to the distribution 
of family property. 
If then; was to 


bo resort to the courts for relief of 
this description. It could easily be 
foreseen that the federal government 
would either have to provide more 
courts or bold court In many more 
places. In view of Ihe expense Involv- 
ed, the speaker believed that the peo- 
ple would withhold their favor from 
such a constitutional amendment. The 
plan of federal supervision, he there- 
fore deemed Impracticable. 


Nine Out of Ten
